16 vs. 2 Vote Brings Judicial Action 
Against Student Body President 


Ata meeting last Monday the 
Student Senate voted to bring 
judicial action against Student 
Body President Larry Ribal. 
The motion for impeachment 
was introduced by Senator 
Greg Garvin in a seven point 
statement. Sixteen senators 
voted for impeachment while 
two voted against it. 

The charges against Ribal 
were presented to the Senate 
as follows: 

Item — Under new business to 
read “Impeachment of the AS- 
SAC President, Larry Ribal. I 
move for a special order of bus- 
iness, Impeachment of the AS- 
SAC President Larry Ribal. 
FIRST PRO: The grounds for 
this motion and the reasons 
that Larry Ribal should be im- 
peached have been divided up 
into 7 major points which shall 
be listed and discussed point by 
point in this pro for the motion. 
Points: 
1. Unit Requirement. 
2. Publicity Work Request 
Form. 
3. Fund Raising (Pep 
Squad). 

4. Appointments. 

5. ASB Secretary. 

6. Traffic Citations. 

. “Thursday Cinema.” 
Point Number 1: 

UNIT REQUIREMENT 

Larry Ribal on Oct. 28, 1970 
admitted to the Executive Cab- 
inet that when he ran for and 
won the office of ASSAC Pres- 
ident he was not carrying the 
required number of units to 
run for or to hold that office. 
The unit requirement at that 
time as established in the AS- 
SAC Constitution Art. VI, Sec- 
tions 1 & 2 was 10% units, 
leaving Larry % unit short of 
meeting the requirements for 
running for office. Larry Ribal 
was unqualified to run for the 
office of ASSAC President 
then and is now unqualified to 
hold that office by the fact that 
he was not qualified to run in 
the elections held on May 25 - 
28, 1970 in which he won the 
office of President. 

Thus we must conclude that 
Larry Ribal does not, in the 
least, feel guilty about deceiv- 
ing the Students in order to 
gain his present office. Is this 
the type of person we want to

hold the highest office in SAC 
Student Government? If he 
was willing to deceive the stu- 
dents to gain the office of 
President, who else is he willing 
to deceive, now that he has that 
office? 

Point Number 2: 


PUBLICITY WORK 
REQUEST FORM 


Larry Ribal, on Oct. 20, 
1970, initiated a questionable 
work application known as a 
“Publicity Work Request 
Form.” This form set up a pro- 
cedure by which, for certain 
stipulated fees, individuals 
could have dittos and mimeos 
run off by the ASB Secretary. 
By what authority did Larry 
Ribal initiate this fund raising 
program without the approval 
of the ASSAC Senate as called 
for by Art. III, Sec. 7, para. 
(c)? Why were no provisions 
for the turning over of the 
funds raised to the Business 
Manager, as called for by State 
Education Code 10703? Possi- 
bly Larry did not intend to 
turn these funds over to the 
Business Manager! Why did 
Mr. Ribal state in the Senate 
meeting of Oct. 26, 1970 that 
this form had not been initiated 
until Thursday, Oct. 22, 1970

Court took one copy of this 
form into its possession, by 
court order, on Oct. 20, 1970... 
two days before Mr. Ribal 
states it was initiated. Further- 
more, why did Mr. Ribal state 
in the Cabinet meeting of Oct. 
28, 1970 that this form had not 
yet been used, when Las Dami- 
tas had in fact utilized it and 
Mr. Ribal had instructed the 
ASB Secretary to collect a fee 
from said club for the work 
which had been done? ls 
Larry’s memory that bad that 
he cannot remember his actions 
from one week to the next.... 
or is he possibly trying to de- 
ceive the students and the Stu- 
dent Senate? 

Point Number 3: 

FUND RAISING 
(PEP SQUAD) 

On Oct. 21, 1970, Larry Ri- 
bal in his Cabinet meeting iss- 
ued a verbal “Executive Direc- 
tive” (whatever that may be!) 
to the effect that the Pep 
Squad would be allowed to sell 
oranges. This in itself may not 
seem significant except for the 
fact that under Art. III, Sec. Us 
Para (c) of the ASSAC Con- 
stitution this program for rais- 
ing revenue requires the ap- 
proval of the Senate. The fact 
that this did require Senate ap- 
proval is further substantiated 
by the fact that in order that 
the Pep Squad might sell spirit 
buttons, Senate Bill 7-1 was 
passed by the Senate and sign- 
ed by the President. 

Point Number 4: 
APPOINTMENTS 

Why does Larry Ribal have 
so many members of his Cabi- 
net acting in an ex-officio man- 
ner this late in the semester? 
Why is it that many of these 
ex-officio Commissioners are 
not even qualified to hold these 
Cabinet posts? Is Larry Ribal 
not neglecting his duty as Pres- 
ident by not appointing quali- 
fied personnel to fill these 
posts? 

Point Number 5: 
ASB SECRETARY 

The duties of the ASB Se:- 
retary, as outlined in the bud- 
get request submitted to the 
budget committee for the 1970- 
71 school year, were to “take 


minutes, type dittos, stencils 
and run off same.’”’ These were 
the factors taken into account. 
When the budget committee ap- 
proved $350 to be budgeted in- 
to this account. 

It was upon the recommen- 
dation of this committee that 
the Senate approved the AS- 
SAC budget for 1970-71 includ- 
ing the ASB Secretary account. 
Thus the Senate has, in effect, 
approved the duties of said 
Secretary to be those outlined 
in the budget request. As of 
this date the ASB Secretary is 
no longer taking minutes or 
running dittos for the ASSAC 
Cabinet or Senate, but rather 
this job is now being handled 
by a non-paid Commissioner of 
Records. As these jobs are now 
being done by the ex-officio 
Commissioner of Records, what 
is the ASB Secretary doing; 
and whom is the ASB Secretary 
now serving. (Art. IV, Sec. 3) 

Furthermore, in Executive 
Order Number 8 Larry Ribal 
set up regular hours for the 
ASB Secretary to do the work 
for both the Cabinet and the 
Senate and said that any other 
organization wishing work to be 
done by the Secretary would be 
required to fill out a “work re- 
quest form” and have it approv- 
ed by the Commissioner of 
Publications; the work to be 
done in a single free hour left 
open in the Secretary’s sched- 
ule. As the ASSAC Supreme 
Court was in no way mentioned 
in this Executive Order, then it 
must be assumed that they are 
required to fill out a “work re- 
quest form’ and have it ap- 
proved by Larry Ribal. Why is 
the third branch of government 
on this campus required to gain 
approval of the President to 
utilize a Secretary that exists 
for the use of Student Govern- 
ment? Is this Secretary now 
Larry Ribal’s own _ personal 
Secretary that he determines 
what branch of student govern- 
ment may or may not utilize 
her services? Has Larry Ribal 
put the ASSAC Supreme Court 
on the same level of priority as 
private clubs, who in their own 
officers, have a private club 
secretary?

Junior College Merger 


Negotiations between the 
Rancho Santiago Junior College 
District and the Orange Unified 
School District have been com- 
pleted with an agreement, if 
signed by both parties, which 
will create a new junior college 
district. 

Trustees from Orange met 
last night in their regular meet- 
ing and were expected to ap- 
prove and sign the agreement 
calling for the merger. Santa 
Ana trustees are expected to 
confirm the agreement during 
their meeting November 10. 
They have already approved it 
by a motion on October 27. The 
County Superintendent of 
schools is expected to approve 
the merger on November 12 
and call a February 2 election. 

The county committee on 
school district organization can 
at its November 12 meeting, 
approve plans for the trustee 
areas in the new community 


college district and set an elec- 
tion to gain voter acceptance of 
the trustee area plan as well as 
election of new board members 
on the regular spring school 
election date. 


Under the terms of that 
agreement to form the new 
community college district the 
two boards agreed that: 


— There will be a five cent tax 
override in Orange as a buy-in 
price. Eventually another cam- 
pus is planned for Orange but 
this is not part of the agree- 
ment. 

— No other annexation propo- 
sals would be accepted from 
any other district until the new 
board of trustees is elected in 
April. 

The entire annexation is 
contingent on voter approval of 
the trustee area arrangement 
the voters will decide on dur- 
ing the April 20 election.

Point Number 6: 

TRAFFIC CITATIONS 

To this date President Ribal 
has been cited on four separate 
occassions for illegal parking 
on campus. Three of these vio- 
lations occurred between Sept. 
29 thru Oct. 2, a period of just 
4 days. The fourth citation was 
issued on Oct. 21. 

In violating campus parking 


regulations, Larry Ribal was 
cited twice for “No legible 
parking sticker,” twice for 


“parking in an improper man- 
ner” and twice for “parking in 
an unauthorized area.’’ These 
traffic violations have resulted 
in fines totaling 10 dollars. 

Any student guilty of traffic 
violations must pay the fine 
within ten days, as specified on 
each traffic citation. Failure to 
do this will result in double 
fine and/or suspension from 
classes. 

As of today these traffic ci- 
tations remain unpaid. One 
must assume then that Presi- 
dent Ribal, by not contacting 
the Office of the Dean of Stu- 
dents within the 10 day limit, 
has not questioned the validity 
of these citations. As President 
Ribal has taken no action in 
this matter it is reasonable to 
wonder if President Ribal has 
any intention of ever paying 
these fines. Possibly Larry Ri- 
bal, as Student Body President, 
does not think he should be sub- 
ject to the rules and regulations 
which govern all other students 
at Santa Ana College? 

Point Number 7: 
“THURSDAY CINEMA” 

By what authority did Larry 
Ribal initiate and put into op- 
eration the ‘Thursday Cinema” 
without the Senate approving 
it to be placed upon the calen- 
dar of events? Paragraph 18 of 
the Legislative Code states that 
“Any change in the Social Cal- 
endar must be approved by the 
ASSAC Senate by a % vote.” 
It is quite clear that the 
“Thursday Cinema” is an event 
which required a social calen- 
dar change as it did not appear 
upon the socia! calendar ip- 
proved by the Senate last se- 
mester. Thus Larry Ribal has 
usurped the power of the Sen- 
ate by taking it upon himself 
to bypass the Senate’s approval 
on this program. The most sig- 
nificant fact concerning the 
“Thursday Cinema’ is that ‘this 
‘hon-approved event has involv- 
ed funds in excess of 200 doil- 
ars. Not only has Mr. Ribal :nit- 
iated and operated an event up- 
on this campus that has not 
been approved by the proper 
body to take place, but this pro- 
gram is raising revenue which, 
once again, requires approval 
by the Senate under Art. ITI, 
Sec. 7, para. (c); to wit, ‘The 
senate shall have the power to 
approve all programs for rais- 
ing revenue.” This is a power 
given expressly to the senate 
and not to the president. Thus, 


‘Mr. Ribal has once again seen 


fit to usurp the powers ex- 
pressly given to the ASSAC 
senate by the Associated Stu- 
dents. I ask, is this conduct be- 
coming an officer of the AS- 
SAC?

‘Social Sciences Are Hiding 
Ignorance’ - GOildknow

Oldknow, Division Chairman of 
Engineering - Technology at 
Santa Ana College. 

“J don’t believe the social 
sciences are making enough use 
of mathematics,” he explained. 
“Like the social scineces, gamb- 
ling is also concerned with laws 
of probability, and gamblers 
either know the laws of prob- 
ability or else they hire a 
mathematician to find out. The 
social sciences often make 
statements which lack real 
validity because they are not 
quantified. 

“T think the humanist and the 
social scientists,” he continued, 
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“should take advantage of re- 
cent advances in mathematics 
and technology wherever it is 
possible.” 

Oldknow views math «s a 
means of expressing quantita- 
tive ideas unambiguously, a 
shorthand by which you can ex- 
press ideas without misunder- 
standing. “Mathematics,” he 
explained, “is a too] many areas 
of research depend on not only 
to express themselves clearly, 
but to discover relationships 
between variables which are not 
readily apparent unless you can 
put them in mathematica: 
form.” 

Like the other sciences, math 
has also taken great strides :n 
the post World War II area. 
The biggest refocusing of math- 
ematical attention, according to 
Oldknow, has been on the type 
of problems that are so complex 
that they took years to com- 
plete before. The digital com- 
puter can now solve these same 


problems in a matter of hours. 

When asked what new val- 
ues math and engineering hold 
for man in the post World War 
Ii era, Oldknow replied, ‘“‘Many 
of the worst problems we are 
facing today were caused by 
technological advance. An out- 
standing example of this is the 
uutomobi'e which is now pollut- 
ing the air. 

“My thesis is technology 
created these problems, and 
rather than destroy the automo- 
bile and deprive people of its 
usefulness, it is now up to tech- 
nolo zy to modify the automo- 
bile so that it does not pollute 
che atmosphere. 

“I feel a lot of problems 
were created by technology,” he 
continued, “and I also feel 
technology will solve tnese prob- 
lems as soon as the politicians 
get around to deciding the prob- 
lems must be solved. . 

Many people believe that 


math is at the base of almost 
everything. Even art, 
and literature struc- 
tural balance, and must have 
their various components in 
some sort of mathematical har- 
mony to one another. 

When asked what he felt 
math’s relationship was to the 
universe, Oldknow replied, 
“There’s more and more evi- 
dence that nature and the uni- 
verse have mathematical order. 
Math brings understanding and 
order out of what otherwise 
seems like disorder. The moon 
is in an orderly orbit and with- 
out math man could have never 
landed there.” 

“Math doesn’t create order 
or disorder,” he concluded, “It’s 
a symbolic logic that makes it 
possible to discover the order 
or disorder that is already 
there. Order is in the uhiverse 
and nature and it’s up to us to 
find it.”

The pay scale and hours that 
women are allowed to receive 
are products of WWI in which 
women took over the entire 
economic system while their 
husbands were at war. These 
laws were made to protect wo- 
men at that time. 

“Tf a woman wants a career 
job instead of being a full time 
wife, that’s fine. As long as she 
does not let one interfere with 
the other she should be able to 
do as she pleases. My wife will 
be a fifty percent partner, and 
will have half the say in every- 
thing, including how our house- 
hold is going to be set up.

“The radical movement that 
women’s. liberation is not 
right,”” Davis added. ‘‘Women’s 
Liberation has been going on 
for centuries and in a very 30- 
phisticated manner that has 
brought them a long way.

Freedom 
Memorial 


Planned

The last word is yet to be 
said about a proposed Freedom 
Memorial here on campus if 
present enthusiasm is any indi- 
cation of school-wide support. 


The project has been winning 
and losing support for more 
than a year, with pros and cons 
to date never clearly defined. 


The ASSAC Executive Cabi- 
net started a chain reaction of 
support recently when members 
resolved to help boost the pro- 
ject. Since then, the Greeks, 
Alpha Sigma Chi, AMS and 
AWS Presidents, Freshman and 
Sophomore Class Presidents, 
and other campus groups have 
begun plans to rally funds and 
backing from more students. 

Started more than a year ago 
by former instructor Ernest 
Crane, the Santa Ana College 
Freedom Memorial and Schol- 
arship Fund will provide ap- 
proximately 7,500 dollars for a 
Bill of Rights Monument on 
campus. It will also provide a 
scholarship fund with money 
beyond that needed for con- 
struction. 

The monument, a replica of 
one at Valley Forge, Pennsyl- 
vania, stands fifteen and one- 
half feet high. On one side is 
inscribed the Bill of Rights and 
a layman’s explanation of them 
on the other. An American 
eagle dresses the tep of the 
marble structure. 

FATA (Future Automotive 
Technicians of America) advi- 
sor George Sweeney and his 
wife built a small model of the 
monument in their spare time. 
They included at the base of 
the model a 25 X 25 foot meet- 
ing-place area raised above the 
ground. Along the sides of the 
platform, the names of SAC 
servicemen who died in past 
wars will be inscribed in mar- 
ble. 

Two school fund-boosting 
projects underway are a can 
and bottle drive and a car 
wash this Saturday, November 
7, at the Union 76 gas stz.tion 
on the corner of Bristol and 
Civic Center Drive. The s:tew- 
ardesses and Greeks have said 
they would be there in large 
numbers to wash the cars. 

FATA, which spearheaded 
the Freedom Memorial project, 


Ken Claus, a fulltime student 
at SAC, as well as a night man- 
ager at Grants, feels that he 
has a better opportunity to ob- 
serve the working possibilities 
of women under stress.

But when a woman 
that claims to be a equal falls 
apart and shirks her duty every 
time some crisis arises, I really 
don’t think she is equipped to 
operate in a man’s world.

“IT don’t see why women’s 
liberation members feel op- 
pressed, but if they want to be 
treated on equal terms with 
men they will have to fulfill the 
obligations that a man does. 
This would include the draft, 
would eventually lead to the 
abolishment of things like ali- 
mony, and would make rape 
legal.’’ 


NEGATIVE LABEL 

Claus also contends that hav- 
ing a label such as ‘‘Women’s 
Liberation” is detrimental to 
the movement in itself. “It cre- 
ates a negative atmosphere that 
is so prevalent in many projects 
and will probably lead to a 
quick end of the movement. 
Revolutions and liberations, in 
the eyes of the American pub- 
lic, are equal. If Women’s Lib- 
eration members come up with 
different terminology they 
would probably go farther.”
